THJ5 SILVER SITUATION. 


The substitute bill as it passed tbe Sen- 


ats last Tuesday is an absolute free coinage 
measure. Tbe amendments attached sub- 
sequent to the adoption of Plumb's substi- 
tute for the first section, were merely for 


• operative, purposes, and were necessary for 


tbe carrying out of tbe substituted section, 
which is the principal provision, and in 
fact the gist of the entire bill. As it will 
<be returned to tbe House, it is a substitute 
•ana-not an amended bill, According to 
tbe rules tbe first question will ba "Will 
the House adopt tbe substitute bill of the 
Senate? " If the majority vote is in tbe 
affirmative, the bill becomes a law with the 
approval of the President. If the substi- 
tute is rejected a conference committee will 
be appointed by both Houses, and botb 
the Senate's and the original bills of tbe 
House, and the House bill as amended by 
the Senate, ptiortotheadopUon of Plumb's 
free coinage substitute, will be sent to C 
joint committee for consideration. Under 
the inlts a conference committee cannot 
consider auy matter which has not been 
adopted or acted npon by one of the two 
Houses, That was donbt'ess tbe reason 
why the Senate took so much pains io 
amending the House bill, which it after- 
wards set aside by the adoption of tbe sub- 
stitute. It was for the purpose of enabling 
a conference committee to consider these 
propositions in case it couldnotagree upon 


> anything bused upon the provisions of the 
- luba'.itate bill. ' Now, in case a conference 


committee ij appointed, it will have the 
original,Houso bill, together with the Sen- 
ate amendments and also the Plumb free 
coinage substitute before it, for considera- 


1 tion. ' The amended House bill as it would 


have left the Senate if it had not been 
substituted, provides for the monthly pur- 
chase of $4,500,000 worth o! silver bullion 
and the issuance of certificates therefor, 


' which certificates shall be fall legal tender 


for all dues both public and private, and 
redeemable only in tbe lawful currency of 
tbe Nation. Provision is* also made for 
preventing tha purchased bullion from 
going out of the possession of the Govern- 
ment. It must either be stored in the 
Treasury vaults or converted into coin, and 
in no case can it be placed npon tbe markel 
for speonlative or other purposes. Next to 
absolute free coinage or the minting of the 
present maximum, this is the beat proposi- 
tion that has been, submitted iu Congress, 
and in our opinion, the best that could be 
tUviaed, apart from the first two mentioned 
It/^onld more/ than absorb all of our pres- 


"-- ent production and bring tbe white uieta 


at least so nearly to par that the producer 
would reap, within a trifling amount, as 
much benefit as he would derive' .from thi 


, privilege of taking his bullion to the Min! 


and having it coined into standard dollars 
The present situation^nd outlook are moai 
hopeful and encouraging. A free coinage 
measure has passed tho Senate, and has 
gone to the House. It is not unlikely that 
it will be adopted by that body, judging 
from the closeness of the vote when the 
question was submitted there before anc 
under less favorable conditions and cir- 
cumstances than will attend its presenta- 
tion at the present time. Wavering and 
weak kneed members will be braced and 
strengthen by tbe late action of the Senate 
They sea that tha bi metslifc sentiment is 
growing stronger every day and that it is 
only a question of a very shore lime when 
free coinage is bound to prevail, even if de- 
feated at the present session of Congress. 
Many will doubtless conclude to take time 
by the forelock and get into the swim be- 
fore forced into it by tbe irresistible power 
of popular opinion. The JOUBXAL pre- 
dicU, even in the event of tho appomtmen 
of a Couhrence Committee that nothing 
Will be considered, or at least reported b; 
u less favorable than the bill as amendcc 
by the Senate, or the present maximnm 
limit of silver coinage. The indications 
are that in less than two weeks a bill wil 
be agreed upon, which if not entirely as sat 
iafaotoiy as free coinage, will come go nea: 
to it in Us results, as to leave no cause for 
complaint from the sliver producing State 
and Territories. We are furthermore con 
fident that any measure that may be 
adopted by Congress will meet with n 
hindrance from tho executive head of th 
nation.

EFFECTS OF THE DISCOUNT.'

As the shipments were 
mostly from one mine, the Commonwealth, 
ome idoft can be formed of the immensity of 
tie loss experienced by the bullion pro- 
nosrs of the State every year on account 
f the depression in tbe price of silver 
aused by tbe hostile legislation of 1873, 
nd tha failure of Congress to right the 
wrong np to the present lime.

oon however, there is likely to be a 
hange. 
The prospect is favorable for 


ither free coinage or the adoption of the 
4,500,000 Act, under such conditions that 
ae entire domestic production will be ab- 
orbed in tbe increased money volume of 
he nation, not only advancing the price of 
he metal to nearly or quite its coinage val- 
uation, but Ojlording proportionate relief to 
,11 except the strictly creditor class of the 
lountry. 
One can 'hardly imagine the 


ffect that a silver advance of twenty per 
cent, would have npon the mining indue- 
ry of this State. There are hundreds of 
mining claims partly cr fully developed in 
wo or three of our eastern counties alone, 
hat have been Ij ing idle for years, which 
will jast, about pay, at the present dis- 
count, the expensa of extracting, trans- 
orting and milling tbe ore leaving little or 


nothing to the owaors for their time or 
abor or the payment of the wages of 
others whom it might be necessary to em- 
>loy to prosecute the work. A'B additional 
wentr per cent, would place most of these 
mines upon n paying basis. It would re 
munorate the owners for their labor and 
nterpriee and furnish profitable employ- 
ment to hundreds of additional men. 
It 


would give employment also to teamsters 
and other classes of laborers and increase 
.he general busmese of the country to a 
propoitionate extent. 
There would be 


corresponding activ.ly in mining matters 
all over the State, and we are confident 
that in less than a year alter free coinage 
or anything approximating nearly to it is 
adop'ed, that the 
bullion product ol 


Nevada will be increased more than fifty 
per couS. and that in less than two years 
thereafter the peculation ol the State wil 
bave more tban doubled and that the ratio 
of prosperity will have increased in stir 
jreater proportion tban the inhabitants, In 
short with favordble silver legislation, Ne 
vada, in less time than has elapsed since 
the infliction of the terrible blow in 1873 
will rank among tbe most wealthy States in 
the Union in proportion to her population 
and in the matter of general prosper- 
ity will stand at the bead of the list.
